Held by U.S. 

WASHINOTON, July IS «1 — A 
federal Judge Tuesday ordered the 
(ovemnienl not to turn over 01 
William S. Olrard lo Japan lor trial. 
District JudEc Joseph C. 
McQtmchy ruled that the pro. 
posed delivery ot Olrard to Japan 
[or trial In the death ot a Japanese 
woman would violate rlghtd which 
re guaranleed by the corulllutlon. . 
Since Olrard remains a member 
o[ the U. 8. armed lorces hi Japan, 
McOarraghy held, he may be pros- 
ecuted In court-martial proceedings. 
Won't Coma Horn* 
McOarraghy refuied to luue a 
■rile o[ hsbeis cotpua which would 
have required the soldier to be 
brought, home for further legal pro- 
ceedings. 

But he treated the complaint . 
pellllon tor an Injunction and held 
the proposed delivery ot Olmrd to 
Japan would be a vioIaUon at hU 
const! tutlona] rights. 

Accused of Manatauihter 
Olrard, an army tpeclallat third 
class from Ottawa, III,, ha5 been, 
accused of manilaUEhter by Japa- 
nese authorltlea. The caM arose 
from the death ot a Japanese worn-

:■ A PROPER PENALTY 

-i For reasons known perhaps beat to the psy-

ed with what they call the "no-show" prob-

The difficulty Is created by people who 
Z either buy tickets or make reservations lor a 
V flight and then never appear. Sometimes the 
airline can sell the unused space at the last 
minute, but many flights depart with the line 
deprived of a chance to get Its maximum 
revenue. 

Evidently many people reserve a lot of 
flights at different hours and sometimes on 
different carriers, determined to use the one 
reservation most suitable to their plans as 
they develop. 

Actually, this constitutes a kind of hoard- 
ing of space which Is unfair both to the air- 
lines and to other passengers w^o would like 
, . space but can't get it. Mot everybody Is willing 
*: to show up at an airport on the chance that 
he can get a seat left vacant by a "no-show." 

The civil aeronautics board now ollows air- 
lines to cancel reservations when they are not 
picked up In a specified time before depart- 
ure. But this does not curb the ticketed pas- 
sengers who fall to appear. So they are hence- 
forth (as of Sept. IS) authorizing the lines 
to penalize any passenger 53 for falling to use 
his ticket and not notifying the carrier. 

If-tlmt doesn't work, maybe the line should 
be steeper.
